Main street from th e north line 
of F irst street to th e South line 
of Eighth street. 
Sycamore street from the north 
line of F irst street to the

line of Sixth street. 
Broadway from the north line of

Sixth street. 
Birch stre e t from the south line 
of Third stre e t to the north 
line 
of Fifth street. 
Two-Hour Parking 
Parking lim itation In the 
fore­ 
going nam ed district of two hours 
at a tim e, will be enforced

The business d istrict of th e city,

includes 
the 
downtown 
streets, also will see the two-honr 
law enforced rigidly, it was 
said.

"Any block w ithin which 5ft per 
cent or m ore of the frontage is us­ 
ed for retail or w holesale business 
purposes, and when so establish­ 
ed by the 
street 
superintendent, 
any block im m ediately adjacent to 
any such block." 
P edestrians Affected 
A nother of the features of the 
new ordinance is th a t pedestrians 
m ust obey traffic signals in cross­ 
ing 
intersections. 
The 
section 
reads: "A t 
intersections 
where 
traffic is directed by an officer or 
by traffic signal, it shall be 
un­ 
lawful for any pedestrian to cross 
the roadw ay oth er than with 
re­ 
leased traffic.” 
Pedestrians will not be allowed 
to stand in groups on the 
street 
and talk, according to 
the 
new 
law. This section of the ordinance 
reads: “In the central traffic dis­ 
trict, or in any of the 
business 
districts, it shall be unlawful for 
any pedestrian to stop or stand 
on the sidewalk, except as it is as 
near as physically possible to the 
building line o r to the curb line." 
Southerly, E asterly Driving 
A nother new feature in traffic 
laws for the city of S anta Ana is 
a section of the ordinance which 
allow s m otorists to drive only in 
southerly and easterly directions. 
T raffic on North and South Main 
street to the city lim its on both 
sides and traffic on Fourth street 
from the e a st line 
of 
A rtesia 
street and the west line of M orti­ 
m er street, shall have the right of j 
way over traffic on o th er streets 
running Into 
these 
streets, 
the 
ordinance points out. 
Persons parking th eir cars on 
the city stre e ts betw een the hours 
of 2 and 5 a. in., will be subject to 
arrest, according to the ordinance, 
unless these cars are moved w ithin 
30 m inutes. 
Bicycles Regulated 
T he ordinance is not wholly re ­ 
garding the parking and driving 
of autom obiles, but 
pertains 
to i 
stre et cars and bicycles as 
w e ll,, 
several sections of the new law' be-1 
ing given to these. 
It shall be unlaw ful for anyone j 
riding a bicycle to carry a pas­ 
senger on the handle-bars, and it 
shall also be unlaw ful 
for 
any 
persons to board o r spring from 
a stre e t car w hile the vehicle is in 
motion, or to ride upon the steps 
of the street car. 
The new law also forbids riders 
of bicycles to cling to any 
other 
vehicle which is moving on 
the 
city stre ets of S an ta Ana.
